2. The support in the disclosure of the patent for the changes made to the claims 
and for the claims added is as follows: The independent claims in the existing patent 
all include both data acquisition steps and data processing (or experiment design) 
steps. The data acquisition steps must be performed in the field where the geologic 
formation is. The processing steps need not be and frequently are not, performed in 
the same country, thus creating an unintended and unforeseen gap in the patent 
coverage that applicants are entitled to expect.
